THIS fourth volume of our Shilling Chess Library is 
devoted to a further selection of games from the New 
York Toumament of 1889, and will, we hope, prove to be 
as attractive as its predecessor, which, we are pleased to say, 
has succeeded far beyond our expectations. As Book III of 
our series is so intimately associated with the present one we 
have retained the various indexes of that volume, and embodied 
them with those of Book IV, so as to facilitate reference. 

We beg to acknowledge our indebtedness to the many 
Chess Bditors who have noticed our former Books, and hope 
this selection will receive equally kind treatment at their 
hânds. Comments have been made as to the absence of notes 
to the games, but it would be quite impossible for us to issue 
such a coUection as is here presented, with notes, at one 
shilling, and we hope friends will understand that financial 
considerations alone compel their omission. 

We are also under obligation to Chess Editors in various 
parts of the world for the games contained in this issue, ali of 
which have already been published in one or other of the 
columns now appearing. 
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THE NEW YOKK CHESS TOUENAMENT 
OF 1889. 



THE Sixth American Chess Congress was opened at New 
York, on Monday, the 2ôth March 1889, and was 
concluded, except so far as playing off the tie for first and 
second prizes was concerned, on Monday, the 20th May. 

Twenty competitors entered the contest, and ali of them 
fought through the various stages until the end, nothing, save 
a minor grievance with some members of the Committee, 
occurring to mar the succftss of the meeting, which proved 
to be the most protracted struggle known in the annals of 
Chess Tournaments. 

Each competitor had to play two games with the other 
entrants, so that thirty-eight rounds were actually necessary 
for ali. In the second round, however, drawn games had to 
be replayed, a rule which pressed very heavily on many of the 
competitors, who, in consequence, had to fight considerably 
o ver forty games, or in other words to bear the fatigue of daily 
contests for a period of two months. This, we are told in 
many of the best informed Chess columns, proved a most 
severe mental strain to some of them, even so far as to render 
them hors de combat, but we can hardly believe that our Chess 
Masters are so easily upset, or that even two months continued 
devotion to the Game is likely to exhaust their powers of 
endurânce, any more than two months attention to business 
would prostrate any ordinary mortal. We doubt the policy 
of claiming for Chess that its practice is such a severe tax as 
tbepç writers pretçod, and ftre of opinion thftt the competitors 
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would endorse our view if they were canvassed on the point. 
But it seems to be the fashioD to claim for Chess a position 
among the sciences, rather than keeping it in its proper spheie 
— a most enjoyable pastime. 

On the succeeding page we give a list of the competitors, 
with the fiall score made by each. From this it will be seen 
that Tschigorin and Weiss tied for first honours, with a score 
of 29 each. By the laws of the Tournament they had to 
play a deciding match, victory to be accorded to the player 
ârst winning two games, ^exclusive of draws ; but after four 
draws the match was to terminate, when, if the score was 
even the prizes were to be divided, but if either player should 
be a game ahead he should be declared the victor. Four 
games were contested in the match which was necessary 
between these two players, ali resulting in draws, so that, the 
score being equal, the first and second prizes were divided.
